AUSTRALIAN G BOGR APHTf. 
Sokk ten or twelve years ago, the Ruyal 
Ueugrajihical Sucirly was funned in Lon- 
don, under the auspices uf high authority, 
and doubtless with tit* laudable view of 
encouraging all teat arches Likely te add 
to tnir store of know ledge of lit* surface. 
of our globe, tl is, however, a rather 
remarkable fact, that mul withstanding the 
high names included in its list uf oSice- 
bearers aud en unci I of management, the 
proceedings of Ibis Society never have 
afforded su intact ton or fair encourage- 
ment to travellers, not yet much r-Jifi ca- 
tion ui that more numerous class uf jut 
member* to whutrj its pnKettlings furnish 
fire -aide stone* at home. The indis- 
criminate fulsotnencjs of Ihe riltturial 
paoej of it* published journal, the marked 
partiality perceptible in its annual ad- 
dresser, and, above all, the mawkish 
twaddle with winch it bespatters all whom 
it alTrcta to patronise, disgusts, aa we 
have good rtaawu tu know, almost every 
real tratrllet whuni it lavitei under iu 
wing. This anomalous rliaracter uf a 
bocifty patroni*etl by high- winded men 
might well be questioned— and might well 
be douUed-ttf we were nut prepared with 
facia by which we think all this may be 
sat i ■ factor Uy accounted for, These fact* 
are, briefly— 4km its procetdinga are con 
netted mktt- »»>* Colonial Office, and 
throngh it.with on* who enjoys a aort of 
monopoly *f the labuurs uf travellers. 
To tfats personage all travellers coming 
home are referred by the Secretary, fat 
the compilation and preparation of Iheir 
nap*, and the more loose the material* 
way be, the marc acceptable they are tu 
htnt. Any no* who may be tengveious 
a. u. latitude, or longitude., which might 
derange much uf the stock-in-trade 
already eograved, printed, and for sal*,— 
must eitlter beware of Juutr AHauwnuiTii, 
or nmeni U> such deterioration of their 
wuik as may adapt it to the standing 
errors of a stock on hand of engraved 
maps. 

Now we have heard and read uf two 
instance* uf this kind relating tu the 
Geography of Australia, and we have 
been informed thai Mr. AaaowsaiiTit went 
so far as tu give une of the partita tu un- 
derstand that in the future proceedings uf 
the (teofraphica) Society he ahould be 
made to feel the consequences of hit re- 
•enlinenl , and ever since thai period an 
Uixler-trumal u|ii»*ed to the development 
at Australian geography ha. been more Of

after dining on lurbot or turtle, seems to

The Society i. infurmeil— 
doubtless on the authorily of the Map- 
maker, and with what trill h imr readers 
can judge,— that half the great coast 
range haa been already surveyed hy CtN- 
irtRipilsM, Stvpit, and M. \h HrgaELKcai.* 
The latter gentleman is indeed honoured 
with a long panegyric, and must the.refi.re 
have given his map- materials to the 
" shrewd practical geugrapher;''— all luiugh 
it i* stated tnaoote that "M, l*.Sn».rti:.ki 
has prepared a must valuable and colossal 
map of New *kiuth Wale* which he can- 
not publish at hia own expense i but that 
it is well worthy the patronage of the 
British Govern nte ni. " This renin ids us of 
Dr. LituTaKV,and hi. map and views of Sir 
Hit n inn Hot hsle's spring— all uf which 
w ere inusl fatotirabty received alio by the 
Royal Geographical iiociety of London, 
The suggestion that a nation should pub- 
lish (he map of ST«iEmcm, which could 
leave Ihe elaborate maps by it. own offi- 
cers, of its own successes in Continental 
Kurope, to gu a-begging, ahum there is 
some hope uf liberality iu tuch mailers 
from a Tory Government in Mt. Mtuum- 
suh '. opinion ; or ia it tltat auch speeches 
necessarily ruusisl nf luukma' If the 
suggestion means anything else, our pre- 
sent SiHvEv0H-UGititR4L may wish he loo 
had been a foreigner, in which case his 
map of the colony could not surely have 
been withheld, by authority, fruui sale for 
one year, after il had been engraved ; aye, 
and printed too, at hia own expense! But 
tu return to the main question — we must 
observe thai the Patau hbbt first draws a 
picture uf Australia— bearing no re- 
semblance, aud refer, to survey, 
never made. He compares our coast 
range to the Ural Mou iitaihs— for 
nu other reason that we can discover, than 
because he hia seen Mew. Now with all 
deference tuMr. Mi aniisoNas a geologist,

Such are the reflections to which the 
Address uf the PajtsinuNT of the Geogra- 
phical Society of London naturally leads, 
ami it is tu be hoped lhat ill treating nf 
other parts of the world il will make up 
in wisdom for what to us in Australia 
seems wanting in regard tu it. Fortu- 
nately the exploration question rests not 
with the Geographical Society of London , 
Lord SrtsLBi ho* wisely left it to " th* 
jniiffmrnt rhieh may hr /orrnttt on Iht 
*uo/.' !

He 
htd called at Webb's with bis sister, and on 
coming out of the house saw the bullock.

ftl'cn - eller. sister nf the last witness, 
wu wlch him. and saw 1 man driving up 
cattle to the itockvard, and n young girl, the 
daughter of Mrs. fludd. tlriving them up with

'Hmothy MGad,ano]dman who had lost cattle, 
supposed to have been slsughtered.atlhe time, 
waa called, but his evidence waa atruck out, 
at it amounting to nothing. 

Margaret Budd deposerl, that about twelve 
rnontha aajo, a few duyi after the conrlnentent 
in ehiioi, d of the wife of Che priaoner Webb, 
she wu sent for to hi* house on a Sunday ; ah* 
Chen aaw Mrs. Wood, tht mother ol Mn. 
Wvbb, find Mn. Wood on leaving a aid, thtt 
she muet go home , u they had a bullock 10 kill, 
being out of meat ; on thia the wile of Webb 
said "What shall wedo for ineit-" He replied 
laughing, " I'll look out," Thia wu on Sun- 
day. Un the following morning the went with 
hrl daughter to Webb T . stockyard to milk her 
' there aha saw Webb and the other 



priaoner engaged in skinning and cutting up a 
bvael which had juat been tltuuhtcied. She 
had four cowa to milk ; her daughter wu with 
her, tnd assisted bet in roping ihiii leg* : she 
wu about an hour iii the yard. There waa a 
strawberry-grey heifer atanding in the yvd» 
and the brown bullock; after Webb and hia 
servant bad tiniihcd carrying in the bout they

Mary Ann Budd, eleven and a- half yean or 
age, daughter uf the Last witness wa> nexl 
ealk-d ; she torroboiaced every particular of 
li« mother 1 ■ eviden«e-*dding only, that 
the morning of the slaughtering she remained 
rn the Bloekjird tome half hour after her 
mother, to let the oalvet tuck their mothen 
before *he turned the cowt out Co graxe ; and 
thti on the tiuuday when Sadler found the 
bullock at Webb's, Webb came to her u tb* 
wot driving the milking cow* home, and uked 
her to drive them back into the buth, which 
ahr would not i thai he then attempted to keep 
the " llro ivney" baUoolt back, but could not, 

Mr. Plutoy proceeded to the defariee; b* 
did not think it necessary to detain them by a 
speech, u he felt assured that the jury would 
be abb to judge better of the testimony, and 
th* ondit due to it, than hi could 1 but b« 
believed that he ahould be abl* to ahow them 
that the testimony ul the woman Budd wot not 
to be lull red.
